Geulph called him self Prince John Guelph de Windsor, de­ 
claring himself to he the first born son of Edward VII and the Prin­ 
cess of Watterbury of the line of Henry IV, bora as the issue of a 
secret marriage which he claimed was ended by the wrath of Queen 
Victoria, but never annulled. 
His claims were not recognized by George V, the present 
ruler, but his representations stirred the British empire a short time 
before the outbreak of war in 1914.
